UW drive 
exceeds 
$100,000 


For the first time ever, Sedalia-Pettis 
County United Way contributions and 
pledges exceed the $100,000 mark, it was 
announced Friday at a noon meeting of 
the United Way board of directors. 
As of Friday morning, a record

At the luncheon meeting at the State 
Fair Restaurant, campaign chairman 
Bob Wolf congratulated the fund-raisir, g 
leaders, their volunteer helpers and 
those persons and firms who made con­ 
tributions and pledges. “ The real win­ 
ners,’’ he said, “ are the community and 
the 16 agencies which make up the 
United Way.’’ 
The following agencies will be fully 
funded for the coming year: Boys’ Club, 
$9,000; Boy Scouts, $11,500; cancer 
research, $1,000; cerebral palsy, $6,500; 
Girl Scouts, $8,000; heart research, $500; 
Meals-on-wheels, $750; 
Melita Day 
Nursery, $5,000; Minniolia Day Nursery, 
$5,000; and Mercy Hospital, $2,500. 
Other fully-funded agencies and 
groups are: the mentally retarded, $900; 
Pettis County children’s fund, $1,500; 
Pettis County Regional Counseling 
Center, $650; Pettis County 4-H Clubs, 
$1,000; the Red Cross, $15,500; and the 
Salvation Army, $12,500. 
The United Way office will receive 
$7,000 and $4,400 will go to the uncollec­ 
tables fund. 
As of Friday, the business division led 
the way in contributions and pledges with 
$37,310.13. Other divisional contributions 
are: industrial, $36,394.16: professional, 
$7,283; residential, $6,253.13; govern­ 
ment, $5,075.04;. education, $4,794; and 
county, $2,111.

Police funds to mean 
new traffic division 


The Sedalia Police Department will in­ 
crease in size with the addition of two 
men and be divided into traffic and 
patrol divisions by the first of the year. 


Police Chief William Miller said 
Friday he was notified Thursday by the 
state Division of Highway Safety that the 
department will receive 100 percent 
funding for two men for one year and 
probably another two men and a patrol 
car later to create the traffic division. 


Cpl. Tim Mosier is enrolled in a three- 
month course at Central Missouri State 
University, Warrensburg, studying traf­ 
fic management. Miller said he hopes to 
have Mosier promoted to sergeant to 
head the new division. 


Miller said there is a need for a traffic 
division in Sedalia because of a potential 
increase in vehicular traffic in the near 
future. 


He cited the large number oi Boeing 
employees expected here for modifica­ 


tion work on Whiteman Air Force Base 
missile sites and the opening of the Harry 
S. Truman Dam and Reservoir as two of 
the main reasons for increases in traffic. 
The number of new industries moving to 
Sedalia will also result in more traffic 
flow, he said. 


Miller said the police van, accident in­ 
vestigation car and motorcycle will be 
assigned to the new unit and he expects 
the new car to arrive about mid-1978. 


The duties of the traffic division will 
revolve around enforcement of traffic 
laws, accident investigation and escorts. 
Traffic division units will also be used to 
help in emergency situations, he said. 


“This will free the patrol cars from 
radar checks and accidents,’’ Miller 
said. 


The traffic division will result in 
stricter enforcement of traffic laws and 
reduce the number of traffic accidents. 
Miller predicted.

Sick son wheeled to hospital 


HOUSTON (AP) — A crippled man said he wheeled his 
wheelchair 8 miles to a hospital with his sick 14-month-old 
son on his lap because he didn’t have enough money to take a 
bus or a taxi and he couldn’t reach friends or relatives for 
help when the baby became ill. 
Ted Ramirez, 44, a former carpet layer who has been con­ 
fined to a wheelchair for two years, said it took him four 
hours to make the trip across town. He said an 8-year-old son 
walked beside him to steady the wheelchair. 
His hands were blistered and bleeding when he arrived at 
the hospital, doctors said. 
Doctors at Ben Taub City-County Hospital checked the 
baby’s ear infection and treated the father’s hands. They 
gave Ramirez enough money for a taxi ride home. 
“ The father had rubbed his palms raw pushing that 
wheelchair and that’s got to be remarkable,” Dr. James 


Watkins, a pediatric resident, said of the incident that oc­ 
curred last week. 
Ramirez said the baby, Steve, appeared to be getting worse 
after two days of being sick. He said he tried to get a ride 
through a neighborhood clinic but was told he would have to 
get to the hospital on his own. The clinic later said there was 
a misunderstanding. 
An unidentified woman gave him a ride the final five blocks 
of the trip. 
“ I only had 30 cents,” Ramirez said. “ We stopped about 
halfway and I bought a Coke for us to split.” 
One-way bus fare would have been at least 60 cents. 
Ramirez’ knees were damaged in 1973 by a falling roll of 
carpet. He said he receives some welfare and disability 
payments to support his family of 10, but the exact amount 
could not be determined.

Spend $15,000 in one day? No problem

WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate edged down from 7 
percent to 6.9 percent in November, still 
within the narrow range in which it has 
fluctuated since April, the government 
reported today. 
But the number of Americans with jobs 
increased by nearly one million last 
month, the largest monthly rise since 
April 1960, when it increased by 1.3 
million. 
After the latest jobless figures were 
released today. White House Press 
Secretary Jody Powell said the Carter 
administration was not going to attain its 
goal of reducing unemployment to 6,5 
percent by the end of the year. 
“ It’s not likely to be there,” Powell 
said, referring to the jobless rate. 
The Labor Department said total 
employment rose by 950,000 to 92.2 
million in November and the proportion 
of the population with jobs rose to an 
all-time high of 57.8 percent. 
Despite the sharp increase in 
employment, the number of jobless per­ 
sons showed little change over the 
month. 
In November, 6.8 million 
Americans were unable to find jobs, 
about 50,000 fewer than in October. 
It would seem that a large increase in 
employment would be accompanied by a 
sharp drop in unemployment. But last 
month, the labor force also grew in an un- 
sually sharp pace, increasing by 900,000 
to a total of 99 million, the government 
said. 
“ The one-month change in 
employment may be vastly overstated, 
apparently reflecting growth that we had 
seen earlier in the year,” said a Labor 
Department analyst. 
The analyst said the sharp increase 
also could be due in part to earlier-than- 
usual hiring of temporary store 
employees for the holiday shopping 
season. 
Over the past year, employment ex­ 
panded by 3.9 million while the labor 
force grew by 3.2 million. The number of 
unemployed dropped by 750,000 during 
that period. 
The 'jobless rate has fluctuated be­ 
tween 6.9 percent and 7.1 percent since 
last April but is well below the 8 percent 
high for 1976 recorded last November. 
The stubbornness in the unemploy­ 
ment rate is expected to be a factor 
in President Carter’s decision to 
recommend tax cuts next year that will 
be designed to stimulate the economy. 
The job figures are based on a survey 
of 47,000 households nationwide taken 
each month by the Census Bureau. A 
more accurate, but less comprehensive, 
measure is the Labor Department’s 
monthly survey of business estab­ 
lishments, which showed that non-farm 
payroll employment rose by 310,000 in 
November to 83.2 million. 
While the jobless rate for adult women 
rose from 6.8 to 7.1 percent last month, 
the rate for teen-agers declined slightly 
from 17,3 to 17.1 percent and the rate for 
adult men dropped from 5.3 to 4.9 
percent. 
Joblessness among whites declined 
from 6.1 to 6 percent,

unemployment rate for blacks edged 
down from 13.9 to 13.8 percent. Com­ 
pared with a year earlier, the rate for 
whites has declined by more than a 
percentage point while the rate for 
blacks has shown no improvement, the 
government said. 
The average work week for production 
workers slipped by one-tenth of an hour 
in November to 36.1 hours. Average 
hourly earnings last month were un­ 
changed from October’s $5.40 and were 


40 cents above the level a year ago. 
Average weekly earnings, however, 
declined $1.08 from the previous month to 
$194.40. Weekly earnings have risen by 
$13.90 over the vear. 
In October, unemployment edged up 
from 6.9 percent to 7 percent, the same 
rate as in April. Nearly 6.9 million 
Americans were without jobs in October. 
The stagnation in the unemployment 
figures indicates the economy hasn’t 
been growing fast enough 


Disbarment proceedings 
Ruling expected 
to favor Miller 


Sedalia attorney George H. Miller 
should be “ found not guilty” and 
“ discharged from all disciplinary ac­ 
tions” in connection with disbarment 
proceedings filed against him by the 
Missouri Bar Administration, according 
to a recommendation by Paul E. Carver, 
a retired circuit judge assigned by the 
state Supreme Court to gather evidence 
and make a recommendation in the case. 
Harold Barrick, chairman of the Bar’s 
disciplinary group filed the four-count 
disbarment action April 22 in the 
Supreme Court. The action was filed, ac­ 
cording to court records, by Jack Morris 
of Sedalia, later ruled son by adoption 
and legal heir to the estate of William H. 
Morris. 
Following are the four specific charges 
of the suit; 
— “ ...under a power of attorney ex­ 
ecuted by William H. Morris on the 16th 
day of June 1966...George H. Miller 
beginning in 1968, did use the funds of 
...William H. Morris as a source of credit 
for his personal farming operation, 
withdrawing sums for said purpose from 
1968 through 1974 in various amounts 
totaling approximately $30,000... ” 
— “ That...Miller did contract with his 
wife for the sale of property on behalf of 
his client (Morris)...” 


Labor members 


asked to give 
to defeat law 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. 
(AP) - 
Every labor union local in Missouri is be­ 
ing asked to contribute 50 cents a 
member to fill a campaign chest to 
defeat proposed right-to-work 
legislation. 
The effort is being spearheaded by the 
United Labor Committee, a labor group 
representing 575,000 Missouri workers. 
Vincent Van Camp, president of the 
AFL-CIO’s Labor Council, said nine new 
labor lobbyists will be working in Jeffer­ 
son City when the legislature convenes 
next month. Their sole target, he said, is 
right-to-work. 
The AFL-CIO has been joined by tne 
Teamsters, United Auto Workers, and 
United Mine Workers in opposition to 
right-to-work laws, whereby a union shop 
would be banned, Van Camp said. 
A union shop is an agreement between 
labor and management requiring 
employees to either join a union or pay 
union dues. 
The National Right to Work Committee 
has picked Missouri as one of six target 
states to try to pass such legislation. 
“ Perhaps we have looked at our own 
navel too much and worked too hard for 
the benefits of our own union members,” 
said Donald J. Gralike, president of a St. 
Louis electrical workers local and outgo­ 
ing chairman of the statewide United 
Labor Committee. 
“ Organized labor has not really dipped 
into its resources and exerted the proper 
amount of pressure on legislators,” he 
said. 
A right-to-work bill is expected to be 
prefiled before the legislature meets. 
The last attempt to pass a similar law 
died in committee in 1973. 
Gralike said he expects business in­ 
terests to seek a referendum on the issue 
in November if the legislature fails to 
pass a right-to-work law. 


— “ That...Miller did expend funds of 
his client (Morris) to the benefit of his 
wife (Miller’s) by paying taxes and 
cleanup costs on the property sold to his 
wife as...” charged above and “ ...further 
did loan funds of his client to his

According to testimony gathered by 
Carver at a hearing Aug. 30 in the Pettis 
County Courthouse, Jack Morris was 
raised but never legally adopted by 
William Morris, who died in Sedalia on 
Dec. 10, 1974, without executing a will to 
his estate. 
Following his death. Jack Morris 
sought control of the William Morris 
estate. He filed the complaint against 
Miller prior to an Oct. 29,1976, hearing in 
Pettis County Circuit Court, when he was 
ruled by Judge Robert E. Russell as the

servative evengelicai leaders, 
ordinarily critical of religious 
involvement in political af­ 
fairs, have begun speaking out 
strongly in support of the State 
of Israel. 
T heir swelling advocacy of 
that cause stems mainly from 
an exacting application of 
passages in the Bible. 
What drew evangelicals into 
the fray was the recent joint 
U.S.-Soviet statement about 
“ legitimate rights” of a 
“ Palestinian homeland.” a 
note that had widely disturbed 
American Jews, sensing a 
shift in U.S. policy. 
On one of the thorniest 
issues, the evangelical leaders 
defend Israel’s right to 
Jerusalem and Jordan’s west 
bank, wrested from Jordan in 
the 1967 war, declaring “ most 
evangelicals” uphold Israel’s 
right to it. and adding: 
“ From the time of Joshua, 


this land mass has been the 
exclusive homeland for the 
Jewish nation. Jerusalem has 
never been the capital for any 
other people since the time of 
David.” 
.T he evangelical usurge 
about it began Nov. 1 in full- 
page ads in the New York 
T imes and Washington Post, 
signed by 14 top evangelicals. 
Since then, the ad has been 
duplicated in at least a dozen 
major newspapers around the 
country, often signed by local 
evangelical leaders, along 
with stories in the evangelical 
press. 
T hat wing of U S. Christiani­ 
ty represents a sizeable force, 
estimated at up to 50 million.

Billy Graham, 
recently drew tremendous 
ovations — including two, pro­

.Atlanta meeting. 
Mainline church bodies, in­

Smackdab in the middle of 
Manhattan, aboui. the last 
place a church would consider 
locating these days, historic 
St. Peter’s Lutheran Church 
has reared a grand, new sanc­ 
tuary amid the urban bustle. 
“ For the glory of God and 
the good of the city’s people,” 
says the pastor, the Rev. Dr. 
Ralph E. Peterson. 
With a varied, colorful 
series of worship and celebra­ 
tions this Sunday, topped off 
with an all-night “ soul” ses­ 
sion by 45 jazz musicians, the 
unusual, urban-oriented 
church has its opening 
dedication. 
Instead of “ retreating in 
fear,” as many inner-city 
churches across America 
have done in the face of flight 
and blight, St. Peter’s deter­ 
mined to stay and “ extend a 
blessing to the people of the ci­ 
ty,” Peterson says. 
' T his meant, he adds, open­ 
ing the church’s heart and 
doors “ to artists, jazz musi­ 
cians, street people and office 
workers, finding ways to be 
more human among the 
skyscrapers” 
“ T he struggle for the sur­ 
vival of New York City is a 
struggle for the soul of 
America,” he says, adding 
that St. 
Peter’s seeks to 
mediate a 
“ source of 
strength” in that struggle to 
“ remold the city so that it is 
more like the city of God.” 


In broadening its reach and 
work, the 117-year-old con­ 
gregation took advantage of 
urban pressure for space in 
one of the most exceptional 
church real estate deals 
known in this country. 
It sold the site of its old, 
crumbling Gothic structure at 
busy Lexineton Avenu« and 


54th St. for $9 million in 1971 to 
the First National City Bank 
as part of the bank’s new 
blocksize Citicorp Center, but 
reserved the right to rebuild 
on the same corner. T his was 
said to be the first such con­ 
dominium arrangement in the 
annals of American churches. 
On the old spot, under the 
wings of the new towering, 
59-story commercial center, 
set on stilts above an open 
plaza, stands the new St. 
Peter’s, a $7-million, moder­ 
nistic, granite cube, slashed 
on the sides for light, visually 
open to the city skyline. 
“ A place of meaning in the 
heart of our great city,” says 
Peterson. “ A new house for 
the Lord.” 
Its multiple, no-steps en­ 
trances, from plaza, street 
and nearby subway, lead into 
a comfortably appointed liv­ 
ing room, adjacent to a 500- 
seat sanctuary of movable, 
terraced piews. 
T he living room, intended 
for rest and relaxation, is a 
“ special gift” to the city’s peo­ 
ple, says Peterson. 
“ New 
Yorkers need places in which 
to snooze and perch and pray, 
where candles burn and 
flowers grow. We need places 
for prayer and meditation and 
reflection” 


Indicating the church’s 
widely diversified ministry, 
the new building also includes 
a 200-seat theater with produc­ 
tion and dressing rooms, a 
music recital 
room,

Sedalia police were still looking at noon 
Friday for a Sedalia man who walked out 
of Municipal Court Friday morning after 
being sentenced to 30 days in jail.

More than 900 proposals 
introduced by lawmakers 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
number of bills being filed by state 
lawmakers for consideration in the up­ 
coming legislative session slowed to a 
trickle today after the deluge that 
swamped House and Senate staff 
members Thursday. 
During that first day on which 
legislators can submit proposed legisla­ 
tion, more than 900 proposals were in­ 
troduced— nearly 600 in the House and 
350 in the Senate. 
Income tax credits for Missourians im­ 
plementing energy-savings measures 
along with protection for local govern­ 
ments against damage suits highlighted 
the initial measures offered. 
Among other proposals introduced 
were bills to: 
— Give tax credits to many 
Missourians to offset the cost of their 
energy bills. 
—Help local governments adapt to the 
Missouri Supreme Court’s recent ruling 
striking down governmental immunity. 
—Attempt to guard against another 
scandal like the financial collapse of the 
Progressive Farmers Association. 
—Allow tax credits for energy saving 
devices. 
—Allow criminals to be executed by 
lethal injection. 
—Set up a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation. 
Many of the proposals, like the^bureau 
of investigation bill, have been con­ 
sidered by the lawmakers before. 
Sen. Edwin Dirck, D-St. Ann, 
introduced the bill to give income tax 
credits for fuel costs. It would allow 
couples whose joint income was under 
$20,000 to get an income tax credit of $25 
to offset the cost of their utility bills. In­ 
dividuals with incomes of under $10,000 
would get a $12.50 credit. 
Rep. William O’Toole, D-St. Louis, 
prefiled the bill on governmental im­ 
munity. The Missouri Supreme Court has 
struck down the legal doctrine of 
“sovereign immunity,” making local 
governments liable for damage suits. 
Because of the court’s ruling, local of­ 
ficials have been concerned there will be 
a rash of suits and they hoped to get laws 
passed by the 1978 session to provide 
them legal protection. 
Another Senate bill would give income 
tax credits for installing solar heating 
units, adequate insulation and other 
energy saving measures.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Taxes would 
be cut between $20 billion and $25 billion 
next year, with three-fourths of the sav­ 
ings going to individuals, under a plan 
that President Carter likely will propose, 
knowledgeable sources report. 
Sources both in and out of government 
say the tax reduction now under con­ 
sideration compares with a range of $15 
billion to $20 billion previously discussed 
by the administration. And the share that 
would apply to individuals has been rais­ 
ed from two-thirds. 
The changes reflect concern that the 
economy will need more help from a 
stimulative tax boost after mid-1978 than 
was thought. 
Sources said Thursday that the 
minimum cut would be $20 billion, with 
$15 billion for individuals and the re­ 
mainder for business. The reductions 
probably will be accomplished largely by 
lowering the tax rates, especially at 
lower and middle income levels. 
Carter, who is expected to begin com­ 
pleting his tax plan within the next two 
weeks, said at a news conference 
Wednesday that he would propose a 
“substantial tax reduction” to Congress. 
Whatever the final amount of the cut. 
Carter is expected to ask that about 
three-fourths of It be for individuals, with 
the remainder for business. Previous 
discussions involved giving two-thirds of 
the cut to individuals and one-third to 
business.

Grazing reinstated 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland ven­ 
tured into the lion’s den — and left its in­ 
habitants gnawing contentedly on a 
sizeable bone. 
Bergland, surrounded by discontent 
over the Carter Administration farm bill 
and threats of a farm strike later this 
month, told a gathering of more than 
10,000 farmers Thursday that he will per­ 
mit grazing on non-productive wheat 
acreage in 1978. 
The announcement, made at the an­ 
nual meeting of Farmland Industries 
Inc., a large Midwest farm cooperative, 
reversed an original provision of the 
farm bill banning such grazing. 
“We’re conserving precious fertilizer 
and fuel and storing it until we need it,” 
said Bergland about the set-aside pro­ 
gram, “ rather than producing a crop we 
don’t need right now.” 


The program calls for 20 percent of 
each farmer’s intended 1978 wheat crop 
to be set aside in order to qualify for 
federal price supports. Bergland said a 
lo percent set-aside program has also 
been tentatively approved for feed grain. 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service committees in 
each county and state will help regulate 
the grazing provision and other elements 
of the set-aside program, Bergland said. 
The agriculture secretary, owner of a 
600-acre farm in northern Minnesota, 
emphasized his own agricultural roots 
and problems to the crowd of directors, 
delegates and stockholders of the farm 
cooperative. 
“I come from where there is nine 
months of winter and three months of 
tough sledding,” he said. “ I’ve owned a 
farm for 27 years and had two average 
crops. The rest were below average. Ac- 


1956, 
tually. I’ve had three good crops; 
1964 and next year.” 
Bergland urged farmers to take part in 
the set-aside and government storage 
programs in an effort to bolster a market 
he said was already improving. 
In remarks at a news conference after­ 
ward, the agriculture secretary repeated 
his stand of sympathy for farmers but 
said he could not condone the farm strike 
scheduled for Dec, 14. 
Bergland emphasized in his address 
the importance of agriculture by pointing 
out that world population and. food de­ 
mand are expected to double in 35 years. 
The Carter Administration hopes to 
change a long American policy of using 
food surpluses as an instrument of 
charity or as a dumpi ig device, he said. 
“There are parts of the world that are 
not interested in guns, but Kansas wheat 
and soybeans,” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP)-U.S. 
Education Commissioner 
Ernest L. Boyer, rebuking 
educators and bureaucrats for 
the jargon they use, says 
teachers should return to 
teaching children how to 
speak and write clearly. 
“ I cannot b e lie ve 
sometimes the sloppy 
sentences that are found in 
correspondence or in college 
compositions,” Boyer said 
Thursday, “ and I cannot 
believe the unfinished, half­ 
articulated sentences that 
pose as coherent speech.” 
The former president of the 
State University of New York 
said jargon “ seems incessant­ 
ly to clutter up the day. 
Regulations and guidelines 
are gnarled and contorted and 
warped by legalese. Buzz 
words fly about with abandon. 
Acronyms proliferate faster 
than cockroaches.” 
He told of questioning a col­ 
league in the Office of Educa­ 
tion about an incomprehensi­ 
ble sentence in a publication 
the office was about to issue. 
‘“ Oh yes,” ’ Boyer said the 
colleague replied, ‘“ We’ll 


have tolaymanizeit.’” 
“ ‘You’re an example of the 
disease you’re trying to cure,” 
the commissioner said he told 
his colleague. 
Referring to the seemingly 
endless string of acronyms 
bureaucrats spawn, Boyer 
said he sometimes feels as if 
he’s “swimming in alphabet 
soup. 
“Other days. I’m convinced 
the Office of Education is a 
kind of war zone. We have 
target groups, rifle shot 
policies, thrusts, impacts and 
zeroings. Quite a way to treat 
small children.... 
“Direct, clear, forceful ex­ 
pression is a reflection of clear 
and uncluttered thinking,” the 
commissioner said. “ I’m con­ 
vinced that American educa­ 
tion must once again focus on 
this essential goal. 
“It’s time to teach children 
not only how to read and look 
but how to write and speak as 
well.” 
Boyer made the remarks in 
a speech to the Speech Com­ 
munication Association’s na- 
tional convention in 
Washington. 


Puncturing the impeccably 
precise life of her husband

Conducting 
this intriging affair was Mme. 
Arcati, a wonderfully wacky, 
garlic-flinging, dry martini- 
guzzling medium. 
To the strains of Irving 
Berlin’s “Always,” the lights 
go out in the Condomine’s 
English mansion. Mme. Ar­ 
cati then summons the spirit 
world, receives the inevitable 
table-rapping replies and sud­ 
denly slumps into a stuporous 
trance. 
She soon recovers, makes 
her exit and, unknown to 
anyone at the time, leaves 
Elvira behind. Condomine’s 
discovery of his late wife, 
whose unearthly presence can 
be seen and heard only by 
him, leads the way for a subse­ 
quent comedy of confusion 
which is climaxed by a 
suspenseful conclusion. What 
does a husband do when con­ 
fronted by a conspiracy of two 
dead wives, each spirit still 
jealous of the other? 
Charles Condomine 
epitomize’s Coward’s view of 
cultured urbane British civili­ 
ty and for this reason his reac­ 
tion to the non-rational ap­ 
pearance of the two spirits is 
especially entertaining. Mike 
Owens, who delighted au­ 
diences this spring as an 
amorous Hollywood producer 
in “Plaza Suite,” carried off 
this characterization with ad­ 
mirable polish and flair. 


As Mme. Arcati, Jane 
Romines was particularly 
popular. This role required ex­ 
aggeration, wWch Mrs. 
Romines aptly supplied 
without ever once lapsing into 
absurdity. There is a fine line 
between the two, and Mrs. 
Romines stayed on the ’ ight 
side throughout. She also ap­ 
peared in Plaza Suite. 
Another “ Plaza Suite” 
veteran. Ginger Swearingen, 
was also very good as Ruth, 
Charles’ stoic wife who stood 
by her husband through this 
world at least. Everything 
about Mrs. Swearingen 
radiated her role, from the ap­ 
propriate hair style down to 
her telling hand gestures. 
As Elvira, Marcia Turner 
wafted on and off the stage 
and in and out of Condomine’s 
life with effortless ease. Even 
though Charles didn’t always 
want her around, the audience 
did. 
Dr. and Mrs. Bradman were 
effectively portrayed by Brian 
Pearson and Delta Tanguay, 
and servant Edith was equally 
well-conveyed by Shirley 
Brown. 
Jackie Gaspard directed 
this performance and Betty 
Hopkins served as production 
manager. 
Judging from this produc­ 
tion, the Sedalia Community 
Theater is now fully flourish­ 
ing. Started only this year, the 
group appears to be well on its 
way to joining the Sedalia 
Symphony as a significant 
local cultural asset. The cur­ 
tain will again rise on Blithe 
Spirit at 8:15 p.m. Friday and 
Saturday.

WASHINGTON — We rep o rted in an 
earlier co lu mn o n a secret Ho u se in­ 
v estigatio n o f Gu y Go o dwin, a hit-and- 
ru n Ju stice Dep artment p ro secu to r, 
who se ho u nding o f su sp ected su bv ersiv es 
has been reminiscent o f the Salem witch 
hu nts. 


The chief witness against him, fo rmer 
Assistant U.S. Atto rney Ro dney Sager, 
testified behind clo sed do o rs abo u t Go o d­ 
win’s abu siv e tactics. Sager described a 
Go o dwin sally into Richmo nd, Va., as “a 
grand ju ry blitz.” 


He fo u nd himself a target o f the blitz 
after he dared to criticize Go o dwin’s co n­ 
du ct. Recalling his ex p erience befo re the 
Go o dwin grand ju ry , Sager said: “He 
went o v er ev ery single item p o int by 
p o int by p o int by p o int. And the seco nd 
time, he started o v er o n the same thing 
- p o int by p o int by p o int. The third time 
o u t, all o v er, the same thing... 


“It was this ty p e o f co nstant badger­ 
ing, o v er and o v er and o v er again,” Yet 
ty p ically , Go o dwin was u nable to dev elo p 
any charges against Sager; the grand 
ju ry interro gatio n was merely an ex er­ 
cise in harassment. 


Unfo rtu nately , the Ju stice Dep artment 
has o ther p ro secu to rs like Gu y Go o dwin. 
Fo rmer Watergate p ro secu to r Sey mo u r 
Glanzer, who se do gged effo rts help ed to 
break the histo ric case, ex p lained that 
the Watergate p ro secu tio ns hav e in­ 
sp ired go v ernment attemp ts to p u sh to o 
hard. 


This has resu lted in “o v ercriminaliza­ 
tio n” o f the law, he to ld u s. Bankers, do c­ 
to rs, lawy ers and o ther p ro minent p eo p le 
are being indicted, he said, fo r acts they 
didn’t kno w were crimes. 


The o v erzealo u s p ro secu to rs, o f 
co u rse, see themselv es as go o d gu y s o u t 
to co nv ict elu siv e crime lo rds, co rru p t 
p o liticians and shady bu sinessmen. Mo re 
o ften than no t, the p ro secu to rs are co r­ 
rect abo u t their su sp icio ns ev en tho u gh 
they may lack the p ro o f Bu t the rights o f 
the inno cent will no lo nger be safe if the 
rights o f the gu ilty are v io lated. 


Pro secu to rs who believ e the end 
ju stifies the means will o ne day cro ss the 
line between inv estigatio n and inq u isi­ 
tio n. Already , to o many p ro secu to rs are 
mo re interested in gaining co nv ictio ns 
than in seeking ju stice. Simp ly p u t, so me 
o f the go o d gu y s are getting o u t o f 
bo u nds. 


Lack o f ev idence do esn’t alway s deter 
these o v er-eager p ro secu to rs when they 
are after so meo ne they p resu me to be 
gu ilty . If they can’t p ro v e a su p p o sed 
crime, they search the statu tes fo r o ther 
technical o ffenses. 


If the su sp ect is a bu sinessman, he is 
o p en game fo r harassment. 
Mo st 
bu sinessmen, as o ne p ro secu to r p u t it, 
“are insp ected, au dited, q u estio ned, p ro ­ 
cessed, franchised, chartered, stamp ed, 
tax ed and ex amined.” Ev ery time a 
bu sinessman tu rns aro u nd, he is 
v u lnerable to administrativ e ho u nding. 


Ju stice Dep artment atto rney James H. 
Jeffries adv ised p ro secu to rs behind 
clo sed do o rs that the federal sy stem “is a 
v eritable Christmas sho p p ing catalo gu e 
o f bad things to do to bad p eo p le.” The 
p ro blem is that law enfo rcement o fficials 
like Jeffries are deciding who is “bad” 
and, therefo re, who sho u ld be harassed. 
They are assu ming the ro les o f ju dge and 
ju ry ; they are p u nishing gu ilt befo re it is 
p ro v en. 


To so me law enfo rcement o fficials, 
almo st any tactic sho rt o f ly nching is a 
legitimate to o l to u se against su sp ected 
cro o ks. At the clo sed-do o r seminar, 
fo rmer Ju stice Dep artment atto rney 
Ro bert Ozer to ld his fello w p ro secu to rs 
ho w he ap p lied “fantastic p ressu re” to 
wrap u p an inv estigatio n inv o lv ing a 
v o ting machine co mp any . 


He disp atched 20 agents at o nce to in­ 
terv iew witnesses. “They mo v ed acro ss 
the co u ntry like a swarm o f lo cu sts and, 
in abo u t fo u r day s, interv iewed ap p ro x ­ 
imately 100 p eo p le,” he said. “Yo u wo u ld 
no t believ e the kind o f p anic this.. .cau sed 
in the v o ting machine co mp any . Bu t as a 
resu lt, fiv e o r six p eo p le...started to talk 
as so o n as the agents hit them.” 


Ano ther majo r abu se, Sey mo u r 


t 


Glanzer to ld u s, is the “willy -nilly ” ap ­ 
p licatio n o f the co nsp iracy charge. Co n­ 
sp iracy is v agu e; it can o ccu r any where 
the su sp ects might hav e ex changed co m­ 
mu nicatio ns. 


Thu s, by alleging co nsp iracy , the p ro ­ 
secu to r can ju st abo u t cho o se the mo st 
fav o rable lo catio n fo r the trial. He can 
also p y ramid the charges, accu sing each 
defendant o f the o thers’ crimes, which 
p u ts mo re p ressu re o n the defendants 
and creates a greater media sp lash. 


No r is it u nco mmo n fo r p ro secu to rs to 
jo in fo rces against any o ne who attacks 
them. Testified Ro dney Sager: “We’re 
talking abo u t a p aternal o rganizatio n. 
That p aternal o rganizatio n is the Dep art­ 
ment o f Ju stice. And mo st o f the U.S. at­ 
to rney s, Assistant U.S. atto rney s...in 
that fraternal co ncep t, if o ne is attacked, 
mo st co me to his aid.” 


So me p ro secu to rs bring their ag­ 
gressiv e tactics into the trial co u rt. If the 
testimo ny takes a bad tu rn, fo r ex amp le, 
fo rmer New Jersey p ro secu to r Martin G. 
Hallo ran u rged: “Get u p and make o b­ 
jectio ns. Make sp u rio u s o bjectio ns. Ju st 
get u p there. Get the defense co u nsel o ff 
the track. Ju st get u p , o bject, kno ck o v er 
so me water. Do so mething. We are in 
search o f the tru th; there is no q u estio n 
abo u t that. Bu t it is still an adv ersary 
p ro ceeding, and y o u want to win.” 


No t all go v ernment atto rney s, o f 
co u rse, p ress fo r co nv ictio ns at the ex ­ 
p ense o f ju stice. Many still believ e that 
fair p lay and indiv idu al rights are mo re 
imp o rtant than sending p o p le to jail. Bu t 
the q u ality o f ju stice dep ends increasing­ 
ly o n the p ro secu ting atto rney handling 
the case.

Grocery bills at the start of 


December were almost 10 per­ 
cent higher than they were in 
January, but shoppers who 
have managed to cut coffee 
purchases have avoided most 
of the increase, an Associated 
Press marketbasket survey 
shows. 
The AP drew up a random 


list of 15 commonly purchased 
food and non food items on 
March 1, 1973, checked the 
price at one su^rmarket in 
each of 13 cities and has 


rechecked on or about the 
start of each succeeding 
month. One item - chocolate 
chip cookies — had to be drop­ 
ped from the list as of the end 
of November because the 
manufacturer discontinued 
the package size used in the 
survey. 
Among the latest findings; 
-The marketbasket bill in­ 
creased at the checklist store 
in every city during the first 11 
months of 1977, rising an 
average of 9 percent. When 
coffee was removed from the 
total, however, the average in­ 
crease was only 3V^ percent.

during November. The AP 
survey showed that the 
marketbasket bill increased 
last month at the checklist 
store in seven cities and 
decreased in six. The average 
increase was 2.3 percent and 
the average drop was 1.8 per­ 
cent. Overall, the average 
marketbasket bill at the start 
of December was four-tenths 
of 1 percent higher than it was 
a month earlier. During 
October, the marketbasket 
bill at the checklist stores 
dropped an average of one- 
tenth of 1 percent. 
—Higher prices for meat 


were responsible for much of

the November boost. Meats 
represent 21 percent of the 
items in the marketbasket, 
but accounted for 31 percent of 
the increases last month. The 
AP survey showed that the 
price of a pound of center-cut 
pork chops increased last 
month at the checklist store in 
seven cities; chopped chuck 
went up in five cities and 
frankfurters rose in three. 
—Breakfast staples also in­ 
creased during November. 
The price of frozen orange 
juice concentrate increased at 
the checklist store in seven 
cities and the cost of a dozen 
eggs went up in eight cities.

TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) - An 
investigation into the sale of 
flood-damaged cars from the 
Kansas City area will be ex­ 
panded by the attorney 
general’s office to cover 
several insurance companies 
and car dealers who may have 
sold the vehicles to unsuspect­ 
ing buyers. 
Bill Griffith, head of the at­ 
torney general’s office of con­ 
sumer protection, said Thurs­ 
day he has information that 
several insurance companies 
used improper procedures to 
dispose of the vehicles. 
The Allstate Insurance Co. 
has repurchased or reimburs­ 
ed 108 persons who unknow­ 
ingly bought cars flooded 
Sept. 12. The insurance com­ 
pany paid claims to policy 
holders, took the cars and sold 
them. 
There is strong reason to 
believe that dealers did not in­ 
form the buyers that the 
vehicles had been involved in 
the flood, he said. 
Griffith said Thursday that 
Allstate had informed him it 
had located approximately 60 
of the 80 remaining vehicles in 
question and that negotiations 
were underway for their 
purchase. 
Cases where there were ap­ 
parent deceptive practices by 
dealers will bepresented to the 
Kansas director of motor 
vehicles, who has the power to 
levy fines, suspend or revoke 
dealer licenses.

The 597 pages o f FBI memo s

FDA may yet ban 
liquid protein 


W.ASHINGTON ¡.AP) - The 
federal go vernment, in pro ­ 
po sing 
m andato ry 
warning 
labels o n predigested liquid 
pro tein and o ther pro tein sup­ 
plements, says it may yet try 
to ban the pro ducts as a health 
risk . 
The Fo o d and Drug Ad­ 
ministratio n said Thursday 
that 31 deaths are no w being 
examined fo r po ssible link s to 
liquid pro tein diets, altho ugh 
m edical 
investigato rs 
say 
they are sure o f a co nnectio n 
in o nly lb fatalities. 
Tho se 10 deaths, all wo men 
under age 45 who died o f sud­ 
den heart attack s after week s 
o f ingesting no thing but liquid 
pro tein, raised particular co n­ 
cern because all o f them were 
d ie tin g 
un d e r 
m e d ic a l 
supervisio n. 


The mo dified liquid pro tein 
fast was made po pular by a 
bo o k called “The Last Chance 
Diet” 
In pro po sing the warning 
label regulatio n, Fo o d and 
Drug Co mmissio ner Do nald 
M Kennedy ask ed fo r scien­ 
tific and legal co mments o n 
whether the pro tein pro ducts 
need to be banned and the best 
way to tak e such actio n. 


i f we determ ine that the 
risk to co nsum ers canno t be 
co ntro lled by labeling,” Ken­ 
nedy said, ‘‘then FDA will act 
to remo ve the pro duct fro m 
the m ark et.” 
Sen. Charles H. Percy o f Il­ 
lino is, the rank ing Republican 


o n a special Senate nutritio n 
and health co mmittee, said 
the FDA’s warning pro po sal 
do esn’t go far eno ugh and 
repeated his call fo r the agen­ 
cy to pull the pro duct o ff the 
mark et. 
The FDA’s pro po sed regula­ 
tio n, published in the Federal 
Register to day, wo uld require 
all pro tein supplements in­ 
tended fo r use in w-eight reduc­ 
tio n o r maintenance pro gram s 
to bear this label ; 
•‘WARNING - Very lo w 
calo rie

The labeling requirem ent, 
which fo r pro cedural reaso ns 
wo n’t tak e effect fo r at least 
two mo nths, will apply bo th to 
liquid pro tein pro ducts and 
po wders designed to be mixed 
with a liquid, the agency said. 
A sho rter, blunter warning 
wo uld be required o n the 
vario us pro tein supplements 
being so ld in health fo o d and 
drug sto res but no t intended 
fo r dieters. It w'o uld say:

Dear Dr. Lamb 
- I had a 
heart attack in March. 1970. I 
recovered after 30 days in the 
htfspital. I was on a strict diet 
- no egg yolks, etc. Now I can 
eat anything, but not to ex­ 
cess 
I think I read in one of your 
columns that if you have a low 
cholesterol, you can eat all the 
eggs you want. Is this true0 
I am 6 feet 3. and weigh 200 
pounds. I lift weights and ex­ 
ercise an hour daily. My 
physician says I’m in good 
health, but I must get the flab­ 
biness. which is minor, off my 
abdomen. Please tell me how. 
I do numerous situps, to no 
avail. 
Dear Reader - Choles­ 
terol is an important risk 
factor only if the amount in the 
blood is elevated 
If your 
cholesterol level is below 220 
and the test is accurate, cer­ 
tainly it is not an important 
factor in heart or vascular 
disease. If it stays that way, 
you can indeed eat cholesterol 
in your diet as long as eating 
foods containing it doesn’t 
result in too many calories 
and in turn too much body fat 
The only reason we recom­ 
mend restriction of dietary 
cholesterol is to prevent the 
blood level from being too high 
and increasing the risk of 
heart and vascular disease It 
is a good idea to have fairly 
frequent checks if you decide 
to consume more” than 300 
tniiligrams of cholesterol a 
day.

get rid of every ounce of body 
fat that is evident under the 
skin.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
Legislation to give Missourians tax 
credits for energy saving measures, to 
help local governments protect 
themselves against damage suits and 
hundreds of other proposed state laws 
were prefiled Thursday by the state’s 
senators and representatives. 
Some lawmakers and their secretaries 
lined up hours ahead of the time when the 
House and Senate staff opened their 
doors to begin accepting bills. More than 
300 bills were prefiled in the Senate, 
which was a substantial increase over 
the 250 prefiled on the first day of the last 
four-month session in 1976. In the House, 
more than 550 bills were prefiled. 
Among the measures introduced were 
bills that would: 
— Give tax credits to many 
Missourians to offset the cost of their 
energy bills. 
—Help local governments adapt to the 
Missouri Supreme Court’s recent ruling 
striking down governmental immunity. 
—Attempt to guard against another 
scandal like the financial collapse of the 
Progressive Farmers Association. 
—Expand the authority of the Missouri 
Department of Natural Resources. 
—Allow tax credits for energy saving 
devices. 
—Exempt prescription drugs from the 
sales tax. 
—Allow criminals to be executed by 
lethal injection, instead of the gas 
chamber, if they choose. 
—Set up a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation. 
.Many oj the proposals, like the bureau 
of inveMigation bill, have been 
considered by the lawmakers before, but 
failed to pass. 


Sen. Edwin Dirck, D-St. Ann, 
introduced the bill to give income tax 
credits for fuel costs. 
It would allow couples whose joint 


income was under $20,000 to get an 
income tax credit of $24 to offset the cost 
of their utility bills Individuals with 
incomes of under $10,000 would get a 
$12.50 credit. 
Rep. William O’Toole, D-St. Louis, 
prefiled the bill on governmental 
immunity. Several months ago, the 
Missouri Supreme Court struck down the 
legal doctrine of “ sovereign immunity,” 
making local governments liable for 
damage suits. 
Because of the court’s ruling, local 
officials have been concerned there will 
be a rash of suits and hoped to get laws 
passed by the 1978 session to provide 
them legal protection. 


Senate President Pro Tern Norman 
Merrell, D-Monticello, prefiled the bill to 
give the Department of Natural 
Resources various powers to deal with 
energy planning and development, such 
as monitoring the impact of national 
energy policies on Missouri. 
Another Senate bill would give income 
tax credits for installing solar heating 
units, adequate insulation and other 
energy saving measures. 


Sen. Harriet Woods, D-University City, 
introduced a bill to exempt prescription 
drugs from the sales tax. A similar bill 
was submitted in the House. In the 1977 
session, the prescription drugs 
exemption measure made it through the 
House, but was killed in the Senate. 


Rep. William Seay, D-Salem, 
introduced the bill to help guard against 
another PFA fiasco. Seay is chairman of 
the House Criminal and Civil Justice 
Committee, which held several months 
of hea»'ings on what the Legislature could 
do to avoid another PFA debacle, in 
which some 7,000 investors were left 
holding some $13 million in worthless 
.securities when the co-op folded.

HEW proposes steril ization guidel ines 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, which pays for sterilization 
operations for 100,000 poor persons each 
year, proposed new regulations 
Thursday to ensure that no one is forced 
to undergo the procedure. 
The changes also are designed to 
guarantee that a patient fully 
understands “ the irreversible 
consequences” of sterilization, HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr. said. 
The proposed rules would extend the 


minimum three-day waiting period 
between the time a poor person signs a 
voluntary consent form and the time of 
the surgery to a minimum of 30 days. 
They also would forbid or sharply limit 
federal funding of hysterectomies 
performed solely to sterilize a woman. 
The rules would continue the 
requirement that patients be told that 
they will not lose any welfare or other 
federal aid if they refuse to be sterilized. 
The regulations also would continue a 
current ban on using federal funds for 


sterilization of persons under age 21. 
However, Califano said HEW is 
considering allowing sterilization of 
some mentally incompetent persons in 
states that consider these persons 
“capable of giving informed consent.” 
Voluntary sterilization of anyone in a 
jail or mental institution would be funded 
only if a special review committee and a 
court approved,'Califano said. 
He called for public comment on 
whether to follow this proposal or to keep 
the current ban on federal funding of 


sterilizations for mentally incompetent 
persons. 


Califano ordered a full review of 
HEW’s sterilization programs after the 
General Accounting Office in June 
sharply criticized the informed consent 
records kept by HEW’s Indian Health 
Service. 


Califano said HEW’s Medicaid 
Program has refused to pay claims for 
about 2,500 sterilization operations 


performed in the past four years because 
the existing regulations were not 
followed. 


He said “ a significant number” of 
sterilizations were performed on persons 
under 21, were made with improper 
consent forms or were made in cases 
where the three-day waiting period was 
ignored. But he said HEW has not kept 
careful records on sterilizations and does 
not know exactly how many persons 
were sterilized in violation of the rules. 


Guide tells 
how to cope 
with winter 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
Department of Energy on Thursday 
spelled out tactics to cope with any 
winter shortages of natural gas, oil, coal, 
propane, or hydroelectric power, 
including possible allocation of fuels and 
mandatory thermostat settings. 
David J. Bardin, head of the 
department’s Economic Regulatory 
Administration and chairman of a 
special task force, issued a two-volume 
“ Energy Emergency Planning Guide.” 
He said it is not a fixed plan of action, but 
rather a set of guidelines. 
The guide points out, for example, that 
the imposition of mandatory thermostat 
settings in non-residential buildings 
would be so hard to enforce and have 
such uncertain fuelsaving benefits that it 
probably would not be applied except in 
an extreme fuel shortage. 
The government prepared fuel 
emergency plans in past years, but these 
were mainly linked to immediate 
problems such as the Arab oil embargo 
of 1973-74, and the chronic winter 
shortages of natural gas. 
The new planning guide is the first 
major attempt at a comprehensive 
outline of potential problems in all the 
major energy sources and the steps open 
to federal and state agencies to deal with 
them. 
The department last month forecast 
less severe natural gas shortages this 
winter than last, if the weather is 
normal. Even in a hard winter, substitute 
fuels should be available to avoid 
economic hardship in most areas, it said 


But the guide points out that energy 
emergencies could develop in a number 
of other ways. 


An immediate threat is the possibility 
of a strike against bituminous coal mines 
by the United Mine Workers after the 
Dec. 6 expiration of their current labor 
contract. Another is a possible strike by 
railroad workers which would hamper 
coal transportation. 


The guide reported that coal burning 
power plants appear to have about a 90- 
day stockpile of coal. It said other coal- 
burning industries may have enough for 
almost two months. 


Hormone produced artificially 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Scientists 
announced Thursday that for the first 
time they have succeeded in using ar­ 
tificial genes to “ order” a bacterium 
to produce a hormone normally found 
only in higher animals. 
The breakthrough, hailed as a 
“scientific triumph of the first order” 
by the head of the National Academy 
of Sciences, paves the way for 
cheaper, purer insulin and other hor- 
monebased medicines. 


The researchers were working in 
the controversial new field of genetic 
engineering using recombinant DNA 
- deoxyribonucleic acid, the material 


within chromosomes that contains the 
genetic code. 
The scientists said they implanted 
an artificial gene carrying 
“blueprints” for a hormone called 
somatostatin into a bacterium, and 
the bacterium obediently manufac­ 
tured the specified hormone. 


Hormones are the body’s chemical 
messengers. Insulin, a vital hormone 
that helps the body use car­ 
bohydrates, normally is produced in 
the pancreas. Diabetics, however, do 
not produce enough and need it 
supplied to them. 
Scientists say it is now just a matter 


of time before protein substances like 
insulin can be produced by this ar­ 
tificial gene process or one related to 
it. The mediciTcs would be made to 
order in living bacteria “ factories.” 


Earlier this year, a gene carrying 
instructions to produce insulin was 
implanted into a bacterium, but the 
bCientists did not succeed in “ swit- 
fhing on” the gene to initiate the 
manufacture of insulin. 


But researchers at the City of Hope 
National Medical Center in suburban 
Duarte were recently able to link a 
manmade gene with the proper con- 


trol elements that turned on the 
hormone-making process. 


A sketchy report of the success 
came unexpectedly Nov. 2 at a Senate 
hearing in Washington on guidelines 
for research on recombinant DNA 
Some scientists feel the research, also 
known as gene splicing, could produce 
dangerous new forms of life. 


Details of the dram atic 
achievement were withheld until 
Thursday when the researchers’ 
paper was accepted for publication in 
the magazine Science.

President announces 
pl ans for two trips 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - President 
Carter’s once-postponed four-continent 
trip was split officially Thursday into a 
less-hectic journey beginning Dec. 29 to 
Europe, India and the Middle East and a 
second trip in the spring to Brazil, 
Nigeria and Venezuela. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said there also was a likelihood 
that an economic summit would be held 
in Bonn in the spring, which Carter would 
attend, but no announcement has been 
made. 


The nine-day winter trip will combine 
meetings with leaders in Poland, Iran, 
India, Saudi Arabia, France and 


Belgiun* as well as stops at well-known 
memorials. 
Powell described it as “primarily a 
working trip” to areas of the world im­ 
portant to the United States economical­ 
ly and militarily. 
Carter will dine New Year’s Eve with 
the Shah of Iran in Tehran, hold a news 
conference in Poland — the first such 
session by a U.S. president in a 
Communist country — and visit the 
beaches where Allied troops landed in 
France during World War II. 
He also will address the Indian parlia­ 
ment in New Delhi, where he will talk 
with Prime Minister Morarji Desai; 
meet with Saudi Arabian leaders in 
Riyadh; attend a state dinner at Ver­ 
sailles, outside of Paris, and stop in 
Brussels on his way back to Washington 
on Jan. 6. 
The White House did not give any dates 
for the trip to Brazil, Venezuela and 
Nigeria. Powell left open the possibility it 
might be expanded to other nations in 
Latin America and Africa.

Oral arguments will be heard by the 
.Missouri Supreme Court in disbarment 
proceedings filed against Sedalia at­ 
torney George Miller by the Missouri Bar 
Administration. 
Harold Barrick, chairman of the 
Missouri Bar’s advisory committee, filed 
the disbarment action April 22 in the 
state Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court clerk’s office 
reports that Miller is charged with four 
specific counts of misconduct under 
Missouri Bar regulations. 
Following are the four specific charges 
in the suit; 
— Miller allegedly used the funds of 
William H. Morris as a source of credit 
for his personal farming operation, 
withdrawing various amounts between 
1968 and 1974 totaling approximately 
$30,000, 
— Miller allegedly contracted with his 
wife for the sale of property on behalf of 
his client, Morris. 
— Miller allegedly expended the funds 


of Morris to benefit his wife in the form of 
taxes and cleanup costs on the property 
sold to his wife and loaned Morris’ 
funds tohisw’ife. 
- .Miller allegedly failed to keep Mor­ 
ris’ funds properly identified as to record 
of ownership and allegedly deposited 
“ funds owned individually by Morris in 
accounts owned jointly with another or 
including funds from accounts 
owned jointly with another for other 
uses.” 
Miller, the clerk’s office reported, filed 
an answer to the suit in May. 
The Missouri Bar is seeking disbar­ 
ment of Miller, revocation of his license 
to practice law in Missouri and the 
removal of his name from the Bar's 
membership list. 
A spokesman in the clerk’s office said 
the Supreme Court would likely not issue 
a ruling on the case on the same day it is 
heard, indicating the announcement of a 
ruling would probably be delayed for 
some time.

Marking stamps are also available through the sheriff’s department and may 
be checked out between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. daily at the county jail.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - A 
labor group representing 575,000 
Missouri workers has asked ev ery union 
local in the state to contribute 50 cents a 
member to fill a campaign chest to 
d e f e a t pr o po s e d 
r i g ht - t o - wo r k 
legislation.
